as the result of the new gradings. There will be a mass meeting 
of the men on Sunday to decide on action.

I F the Senate approves the action of its Rail¬ 
way Committee in rejecting the bill for 
Canadian National extensions on Vancouver 
Island this important work will be indefinitely 
suspended. Every influence, therefore, should 
be exercised at Ottawa to induce the Senators 
to throw out this recommendation of its com¬ 
mittee. 

‘ Dr. Simon Tolmie, the representative of 
Victoria in the House of Commons, should be 
in Ottawa vigorously championing this project 
among his party friends in the Senate, instead 
of campaigning for the election of Mr. Bowser 
and his followers in this Province. Dr. Tolmie 
was elected to look after the interests of this , 
constituency in the House/of Commons, not as 
a supporter of Mr. BoJbe? in, the Prqyincial 
Legislature. 

The Colonist reports Dr. Tolmie as 
“laughingly** saying that members of Parlia¬ 
ment are allowed to absent themselves fifteen 
days from every session. This is true, but why 
choose a time whep legislation vitally affect¬ 
ing the well-being of this community is being 
jeopardized?

Of these only 281,812 last year paid 
•Income tax. In the UnitecLStates there are 
110.000,000 people, and the actual number 
making income-tax returns was only 7,000.000. 
Both in Canada and the United States there it 
a suspicion that many people who ought 
to pay the tax are not doing so. As far as 
Canada is concerned the suspicion is heightened 
by a study of amounts collected from various 
classes.

But the figures give ^ 
no certainty that the other classes pay their full v 
share, and < how to make them do so is a 
problem. '• _ ' 

Ip the United States, where tax evasion is 
suspected on a Urge scale, a move has arisen 
for increasing the effectiveness of the law in 
reaching those who should pay. It » proposed 
to do this by making income-tax returns public 
on the theory that publicity would help in 
smoking out many evaders. These proposals 
have been incorporated in the Norris amend¬ 
ment to the Tax Bill which has been passed 
by Congress. 

Such a proposal indicates the lengths to 
which government is reaching in these latter 
days. It would cause a howl of indignation in 
this country if income-tax returns were made 
public or any such means adopted of intimi¬ 
dating evaden of the Jax. But the law should ... 
be equally and impartially en forced. Perfection 
in this respect may be unattainable, but h should 
-he the ideal.

FOR BRITISH COLUMBIA'S WOMEN 
AND CHILDREN 

M OTHERS’ Pensions and the Minimum 
Wage for Women and Girls were 
mentioned here a few days ago as important 
social legislation put through by John Oliver's 
Government, the mere mention of which at a 
Conservative meeting was enough to dampen 
any enthusiasm and cause one to be rated as 
decided unpopular in circles where nothing 
is considered good ■ unless k belittles the 
Government. J 

Mr. Hinchliffe was rash enough a few 
nighli ago to mention thasa two maasuras at 
the Conservative meeting and admit that they 
were good legislation. But in the newspaper 
report next morning his references formed about 
the only part of the meeting that was not 
punctuated with cheers. Everything else the 
Government had done was denounced with 
great gusto as unqualifiedly bad. 

But these two measures. Mothers’ Pensions 
and Minimum Wage are only two of more than 
a score v>f advanced measures which have been 
put through under John Oliver for the material 
benefit and protection of women and children of 
this Province. Perhaps Mr. Hinchliffe would 
like to have a few of the others recalled to him 
as he shows no more enthusiasm than any other 
of the Conservative speakers about mentioning 
them. 

'Here Mr. Hinchliffe, are a few more of 
these social legislation measures for which the 
country has to thank John Oliver and those men 
who are co-operating with him: 

Deserted Wives’ Maintenance Act. 

The maintenance of parents by their 
children. 

Adequate provision for widows and 
children. 

Maternity protection for prospective mothers 
who are obliged to earn a living. 

Protection of women and girls working in 
restaurants, laundries or other places where 
police consider such protection necessary. 

Prohibition of employment of women 
during the night in any industrial undertaking. 

Provision for validating conveyance of 
land or assignment of personal property from 
wife to husband, as well as husband to wife, 
without intervention of trystees. 

That subsequent marriage legitimizes from 
birth children bom out of wedlock. 

Incorporation of graduate nurses, registra¬ 
tion of qualified nurses, and for examination of 
nurses. . 

Protection of unmarried mothers, and child¬ 
ren bom out of wedlock. 

The equal guardianship of infants. 

Limiting the employment of children and 
prohibiting night employment of all under 18 
years of age. 

The proper care of neglected children. 

1 he establishment of Juvenile Courts so 
that children may not be associated with 
criminals. . 

Hie detention and special training of tub- 
nomal children. 

The employment of dental surgeons and 
nurses every school day at the schools, and for 
free treatment of venereal diseases. 

Perhaps Mr. Hinchliffe and all the other 
Conservative speakers throughout the country 
are a little timid about mentioning what John 
Oliver, the hard-working farmer-Piemier, has 
accomplishes) along these lines for the good of 
die masses of the people of this Province, 
because of the contrast such reference provides 
writh the wild orgy of speculation and of 
grabbing the natural resources of the Province 
by promoters wljieb- characterized the days 
before Mr. Bowser and his companions had to 
be turned out of offfet.

“Fathers and Sons” 


r pilE news of late has been burdened with 
A accounts of family troubles peculiarly dis¬ 
tressing. Most domestic quarrels are kspt 
quiet, both parties hating publicity as much 
ns they hate each other, but now and then the 
conflict, usually because of financial issues that 
can only be settled In court, becomes public 
property. 

In two recent cases there has been consider¬ 
able wrnrntal caused by qimra t s between father 
nnd son, scandal which emphasises th# evtr- 
recurring tragedy of parent and child. They 
show how we in our blundering way mismanage 
> 8he delicate problems which destiny thrusts 
upon us. The child resents the care of the 
parent as his own strength develops. The 
parent is wounded at the unappreciative atti¬ 
tude of the child. 

The seed of discord thrives and becomes an 
oak of dislike. Well for both If they can go on 
their ways and live their separate lives. Then, 
at least, they can settle Into a more or less 
pacific intolerance. 

But where there la money there le possi¬ 
bility of Infinite mischief. Children may philo¬ 
sophically resign themselves to the loss of their 
father, hut not to the loss of his money. 

In both the cases referred to the old men 
sought In the companionship of a new woman 
that sympathy and ministration which, for one- 
reason or another, they found no more in their 
families. 

The late flower of sentiment blooming staid 
the snows of age may seem charming to dls- 
Jntereeted observers, but not to children waiting 
to get their hands upon the old gentleman’s 
goods and chattsls. 

Then come the evil days. No blttsrness !s 
so bitter a a the bitterness of sweet love turned. 
NO two people can hate each other with the 
whnleheartedness of two that have loved. No 
misunderstanding is so ocean-wide aa that 
whlrh develop* from perfect accord. 

If you've a grown eon. old man. and If you've 
an old father, young gentleman, and you're 
good pals, and like each other, why, you may 
thank your lucky stars’ 

After all, one of the most Intricate problems 
for human beings Is how to adjust enforced 
intimacies. We esn get along with otfr friends 
and acquaintances, because we select them, and 
If we do not like them we can drop them.

They 
remain as close to you sa yoor ear to your 
cheek, and a better comparison might be some¬ 
times to say. as a boil to your neck.

A FTCR ths terribl# onslaught of ths Iroquois 

' *■ upon the Huron country In the Spring of 
1849 and tho consequent demoralisation of tho 
Hurons, tha Jesuit missionaries at their forti¬ 
fied station of 8te. Marie, close by the sit# of 
the present town of Midland. Ontario, wer# 
swiftly forced to th# conclusion that their 
station would havs to be abandoned. Within 
a few days of the departure of the dread Iro¬ 
quois southward th# Huron nation had ceased 
to exist. Moot of th# towns had been deserted 
snd burnt lest they should shelter ths enemy 
on his next raid, and bands of fugitives without 
food or much opportunity of procuring food, 
roamed North, East. West, even 8outh-west in 
search of safety. The great, mission venture 
which had endured for more than twenty years 
a ml coat untold sacr 11 a and- suffering.. km at 
one stroke undone. There had been real 
promise of a wilderness empire of Christianity 
under th# guidance of the Jesuit fathers. Pro¬ 
gress. even In civilisation, had Indeed b##n 
made, but now the flock was scattered. 

There was one thing and one thing only to 
do; the shepherds, faithful to their trust, 
should follow the largest remnant of that flock. 
The palisaded fort with Its atone foundations. 
Its block-houses, its spacious buildings of logs,, 
which had for ten dangerous years been- the 
missionaries’ home, their retreat for peace and 
prayer and Inspiration every now and then, 
and which, rude and comfortless aa they were, 
the priests had come to love—«ll must be con¬ 
signed to the flames and ths spot return to 
. savagery .one i! more. Thera was no se ntimen tal 
delay. It did not take long to pack up the 
xtorrs. furniture. veeseia and the other, 

scanty equipment of th# fathers. The superior 
In charge. Father Ragueneau. decided swiftly 
on the large isUnd^ some eightee n m iles duo 
north or the present city of Colllngwood, 
Ontario, which we call Christian Island but 
which he called Isle of Bt. Joseph. This should 
be the new centre of the faith and of the Huron 
people. There already were about a thousand 
men. women and children miserably starving 
In this their sanctuary. Thither the fathers 
and their lay employees moved their stuff on 
a large, alow raft and In the little boat which 
they had built. With sinking hearts, no doubt, 
they gaged back at the smoke rolling over 
forest and lake from tha burning of th#lr recent 
home. 

p|N the shore of th# bay on th# east sld# of 
Christian lelaifd, they built a fort, th# 
new St. Marie, stronger than the last, for Its 
wails wer# sll of stone, very thick and twelve 
feet high. There were impregnable bastions 
and the whole could be held indenltely against 
a more experienced and better equipped enemy 
than th# Iroquois. Inside were the chapel, th# 
barracks, the casements, and a well. The ruins 
of It all may yet be seen close by ths shore. 

In the Spring of 1850 the abhorred enemy 
fell upon tha Tobacco Nation, a kindred people,' 
living In the Blue Hilla, practically annihilated 
therp and martyred the heroic Father Garnier. 
They even cast a fierce and purposeful eye at 
Christian Island. Rand* of desperate Hurons 
recklessly seeking food upon the mainland were 
utterly wiped out. Famine clutched those who 
remain** upon the Island. Their situation was 
well-nigh hopeless. 

The despondent Hurons held a council. 
They resolved to scatter at last and forever, 
far North. East. West. Two chiefs appealed 
pathetically to Father Ragueneau to lead a 
remnant down to Quebec and shelter them 
beneath the great French chief. Onontlo’s gun*. 
Terribly wrenched In spirit the Jesuits did not 
hesitate. It meant the abandonment of their 
newJTort and of the Huron mission with all ita 
hopes and fears, ths heroic labor of twenty 
years. Quickly they made ready. On June it, 
1850. the fathers and their lay assistants, sixty 
souls, with three hnndred dispirited Hurons. 
started on their long Journey through Lake 
Nlpissing and by the Ottawa and 8L Lawrence 
Rivera to Quebec.
